had hauled fortl- the two big maps 
with which he, with pointer in hand 
in schoolmaster style, has been illus­ 
trating his speech. 
Senator Jones, republican, W ash­ 
ington, in charge of the shipping bill, 
m et the resumption of the filibuster 
with the statem ent that he was pre­ 
pared to carry on the fight; that lie 
would Insist on another night session 
lasting as long as possible and th at 
every possible strategy wor Id be em ­ 
ployed to defeat the purpose of the 
filibustered.

night At 
11:30 o’clock after a twelve and a 
half hour session allowed senators Lo 
get a fair night’s sleep, and tho?e 
who answered to the opening quorum 
call appeared 
reasonably refreshod* 
including Senator Sheppard, demo­ 
crat, Texas, who yielded the floor at 
6 o’clock last evening after having 
spoken continuously for more than 
six hours and in all about 11 hours.

publican leaders after today s aes- 
sion got under way and the opposi­ 
tion managers agreed to sound out 
their faction during the day.

Senator Reed held the floor nearly 
three hours. His speech covered the 
whole range of modern world history, 
which showed, he 
said, 
that 
the 
f r i e n d s h i p of nations ceases w hea in­ 
terests clash.” 
Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
gained the floor when Mr. Reed con­ 
cluded, and launched at once upon 
an appeal for recognition of the pres­ 
ent Russian government, a subject he 
had discussed several times in the 
past. 
His subject, the senator said, 
was indirectly related to the shipping 
bill in that the securing of cargoes 
for American vessels, he said, was 
more e s s e n t i a l than a subsidy.

thrown out today by Circuit Judge 
Falkenhainer, who said the indict­ 
m ents contained a technical defect. 
It has been stated that depositors 
lost approximately $1,000,000 by the 
failure of the bank 
in Januarv 
of 
1922. 
While Judge Falkenhriner said his 
action applied only 
to the indict­ 
ments against Hohenschlld, lawyers 
expressed the opinion that the ac­ 
tion is equivalent to a dismissal 
of 
the 
indictments, 
19 in each 
case, 
against other indicted directors— 
former Governor HI Roll YV. Major of 
Missouri, Judge William 
H. Allen 
of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, 
Thomas K. Cooper and Philip A. Mc­ 
Dermott. 
The charges against them 
are the same as those 
against Mr. 
Hohenschild. 
The failure of the bank was as­ 
cribed 
to 
alleged 
mishandling of 
funds by Arthur O. Meininger, cash­ 
ier. Indictments on the same charges 
are pending against him, and lawyers 
asserted the court’s 
action 
w’ould 
have the effect of dismissing these, 
but it does not effect embezzlement 
indictments against 
Menininger, on 
which the state was announced it 
based its chief reliance for a convic­ 
tion. 
Circuit Attorney Toward Sidener 
announced

Hohenschild case to the grand jury 
again, with a view to obtaining in­ 
dictments not containing the techni­ 
cal defects.

PARIS, Feb. 21.—The French gov- 
em inent has learned that the Berlin 
authorities have instructed German 
officials in the Rhineland to adopt 
a prudent course and endeavor to 
come to an understanding with the 
French authorities, It was said today 
in official circles. 
The instructions 
are interpreted in these quarters as 
an indication that the German gov­ 
ernment is discovering that the ex­ 
pulsion oí German functionaries from 
the VY’est bank of the Rhine has af 
tec ted its own prestige and that it 
is afraid of the effect it might have 
in promoting the separatist 
move­ 
ment. 
It is understood the instruc­ 
tions were given especially to offi­ 
cials in the Rhineland and do not ap­ 
ply to those in the Ruhr.

Expulsions Numerous. 
DUSSELDORF, Feb. 21—The con­ 
clusion of the sixth week of the Ruhr 
occupation finds the French report­ 
ing almost exclusively to expulsions 
in their efforts to impress upon the 
Germans that the orders of General 
De Goutte are to be obeyed. 
The 
Germans, in turn, have adopted the 
protest strike as the most effective 
way of showing their indignation. 
The expulsion of Burgomaster Kot- 
ten of Dusseldorf, following closely 
the removal from the Ruhr of Dr. 
Gruetzner, caused a sensation and 
resulted in the walkout ot most of 
the workmen in this city. 
Only the 
street railwaymen and the employes 
of power plants were on duty last 
evening. 
At Mayence, the arrest of the di­ 
rector of posts and telegraphs was 
followed promptly by a walkout on 
the part of the employes in his serv­ 
ice, and troops took over the build­ 
ings. Several railway officials in the 
Mayence area have received jail sen­ 
tences of from ten to sixty days for 
encouraging strikes and for disobey­ 
ing the occupation authorities. 
Advices From Essen assert that 
General Fournier intends to police 
the Ruhr with municipal forces and 
has ordered the dissolution of the 
Schutzpolizei! 
The French have expelled the may­ 
or of Dortmund for refusing to carry 
out orders.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Pi inca Mi­ 
guel De Braganza, e ld e st son of Don 
Miguel Braganza, pretender to 
the 
throne of Portugal, died here today 
of double pneumoniu. 
The prince, who was §5 years old, 
came to this country recently 
to 
earn a living by selling insurance for 
the firm controlled by relatives of 
his wife, who was Miss Anita Stew­ 
art. of New* York. 
* 
His marriage to Miss Stewart was 
solemnized in Scotland in 1909, after 
royal complications had been smooth 
cd over by the late Emperor Francis 
Joseph of Austria who raised 
tbe 
bride to the title of princess. 
At the time of the wedding it was 
generally reported that the bride re- 
c e iv e d a gift of $2.000,000 from her 
mother, Mrs. James Henry Smith, 
who had been divorced from William 
Rhinelander Stewart. 
Three children were horn to them. 
Princess Elizabeth, 12 
years 
old. 
Prince Jean. 10, and Prince Miguel, 
7. 
The prince was born at Reichenau. 
Austria, and carried 
the 
title 
of 
Duke of Vizcu, which was given to 
him by his father, who is still alive. 
During the world war the prince was 
a captain of cavalry in the Prussian 
and Saxonian 
armies. 
He was a 
grandson of King Miguel of Portu­ 
gal, w’ho reigned from 1828 to 1834. 
Before the marriage of the prince 
to Miss Stewart a petition declaring 
him a bttfikrupt was submitted to the 
Y'ienna courts and other complica­ 
tions arose. 
At one time the en­ 
gagement was reported broken. 
Soon after his marriage, he 
was 
sued for $1,000,000 by a syndicate of 
creditors 
and 
his 
furniture 
and 
household effects were seized. 
Emperor Francis Joseph later dis­ 
charged his debts. 
Meanwhile 
the 
prince went to Ixmdon and 
for a 
time was employed in a broker’s of­ 
fice. 
In October, 1911. reports were cur­ 
rent that he would seek the 
Portu­ 
guese throne through a secret 
en­ 
gagement between his father and 
former King Manuel, should the roy­ 
alists win a coup. 
It was reported 
that he had raised a loan of $10.,* 
000,000 for the royalist cause, 
but 
the movement collapsed 
Financial difficulties again 
beset 
him and London creditors presented 
a claim for $50.000. At the outbreak 
of the war Emperor YVilliam of Ger­ 
many made him a lieutenant in the 
Lancer regiment. 
He later became 
a captain in the German automobile 
corps, and a jcaptain of cavalry. 
The prince then dropped from pub­ 
lic notice until 1919, when the con­ 
tinental 
press 
reported 
that 
he 
would be offered the throne of Por­ 
tugal. 
Nothing happened 
however, 
and he cam -, to New York for w’hat 
he described as án indefinite stay. 
He 
commenced 
selling 
insurance 
here last month, fie was ill only a 
few’ ’days, 
pneumonia 
developing 
from influenza. 
The prince died at the home of his 
father-in-law, 
YVilliam 
Rhinelander 
Stewart, irf Park avefoue. 
The prin­ 
cess and her children wore at the 
bedside. They had gone to Newport. 
R. I., to open their home there, when 
news of his serious illness caused a 
hurried return. 
The princess is a daughter of YY il- 
liam 
Rhinelander 
Stewart, 
whose 
wife after her divorce married the 
late James Henry’ Smith. 
A large 
share of the Smith fortune went to 
Miss Stewart. 
Her father’s family 
has been prominent here In business 
and society for many years. 
Her mother w’as Miss Annie Arm­ 
strong, daughter of General Arm­ 
strong and one of the belles of Balti­ 
more. 
Miss Stewart 
was 
introduced to 
society in New York in 1904-05, at a 
dinner and dance given by her uncle, 
Lipscomb Stewart. 
James Henry Smith was known to 
his friends as “Silent” Smith and 
was a prominent social figure. He in­ 
herited $25,000,000 from an uncle 
After Mrs. Stew art’s divorce in 1905 
she was married to Mr. Smith in 
Scotland. 
He died in Japan during 
their honeymoon

SIMPLIFYING GOVERNMENT. 
? 
The long-awaited report of the joint con­ 
gressional 
reorganization 
committee 
recommending changes on the executive 
side of the government in the direction of 
greater efficiency and economy has been 
submitted. It proposes the consolidation of 
the war and 
navy 
departm ents; the re­ 
moval of non-fiscal functions, such as the 
coast guard service, from the treasury de­ 
partment; the 
removal 
of 
non-military 
functions, such as river 
and 
harbor im­ 
provement work, 
from 
the w ar depart­ 
ment, and the establishment of a new de­ 
partment of education and welfare. 
The 
report, which has the approval of the ad­ 
ministration, will go before the next con­ 
gress for action. 
üThe need of reorganization of certain 
executive departments of the government 
h$ts long been obvious and has been grow­ 
ing more and more pressing. 
The present 
aniangement is full of obvious anachron­ 
isms, survivals from 
earlier times, when 
ccenditions were utterly unlike what they 
now are. That changes can be made which 
would not only 
do away 
with these an­ 
achronisms but also 
greatly 
simplify the 
michanism of government and greatly re­ 
duce its cost, while at the same ensuring re­ 
sults, is certain, but the human element en- 
te ¿ as a highly 
important 
factor in the 
situation and creates a grave doubt as to 
w fret her these needed changes will actu­ 
ally be made. A great many people would 
probably lose their positions if the propos­ 
ed steps were carried out. 
Others would 
be shifted in a way probably not agreeable 
to them; and, most im portant of all in a 
practical sense, there is no telling what the 
effect of the reorganization would be upon 
the patronage 
progressives 
attaching to 
political office. In spite of the general de­ 
mand for a reorganization, the chances are 
that the next congress will spend a good 
deal of time debating the changes sugges­ 
ted; and although it promises to be a con­ 
gress more truly representative of the pub­ 
lic thought and will than the present one, it 
is by no means certain that it will adopt the 
reorganization report. 
That the report should be subjected to 
searching scrutiny and debate, is of course, 
evident. 
Much ol what it proposes is cer­ 
tainly sound at least in theory, though legi­ 
timate objection may perhaps be made to 
various provisions on the ground of expedi­ 
ency. 
But there are other important fea­ 
tures where the logic of the situation is so 
clear. 
The most doubtful proposal is the 
consolidation'of the war and navy depart­ 
ments in a new department of national de­ 
fense. 
There are powerful arguments for 
the change, but argum ents against it are 
not lacking, and the question is one which 
should be examined very carefully before 
anything is done. 
The effects of so radical 
a change cannot be forseen with certainty. 
It might react adversely upon the effic­ 
iency of the navy and, though this, in all 
liklihood, would be 
only 
temporary, the 
risk is hardly one to be lightly run. 
Governmental 
efficiency and econprny 
are highly desirable things and it may be 
that this consolidation of the war and navy 
departments will benefit both branches of 
the national defense. 
But before this step 
is taken we should like to know the best na­ 
val opinion in the country regarding it.

making possible the smoothness with which 
the complicated service machinery operat­ 
ed. 
But the war ended more than four years 
ago. 
For many months General Crowder 
has been engaged in work in Cuba corre­ 
sponding somewhat with that being done 
by General Wood in the Philippines. 
His 
nomination to be the first ambassador to 
the island f republic, 
which a few months 
less than a quarter of a century 
ago was 
writhing in the bloody grasp of Weyler, the 
Spanish butcher, was a foregone conclu­ 
sion. 
Legislation must 
be 
enacted, it is 
stated, before the general can accept the 
post without loss of his army rating and 
pay, but there is believed to be no doubt 
that congress will take the action which all 
the circumstances of the case demand as a 
matter of both common sense and justice. 
Missouri, therefore, plumes itself upon 
having an ambassadorship all its own, 
whether or not the claim is officially sub­ 
stantiated. 
It is proud of the honor con­ 
ferred upon him and upon his state.

France Principal Debtor. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—France 
stood today at the head of the list of 
twenty nations that owe the United 
States sums varying from 30 million 
dollars to 4 billion dollars. 
Ratification of the AngloAmerican 
debt agreement, under which Great 
Britain undertakes to discharge her 
obligations to this government with­ 
in ^sixty-two years, leaves France the 
greatest single debtor. Her bill is 
$3,814.132,250.77, and in the order of 
precedence established by the Ameri­ 
can debt funding commission, it will 
be taken up within a short time. 
As soon 
as the Anglo-American 
agreement emerges from the confer­ 
ence of senate and house members, 
to which it was sent today for minor 
adjustm ent of differences, it will be 
signed by President Harding. 
This final act of ratification will be 
followed, officials said, by formal no­ 
tices to the French government that 
the time has arrived when the de­ 
mand notes bearing 5 per cent in­ 
terest, now held by this government 
shall be turned into a more tangible 
form of secured paper. 
The only negotiations between the 
French and American commissioners 
so far have been of an informal char­ 
acter. 
M. Parmentier, the 
French 
treasury representative, spent sever­ 
al weeks in Washington last fall go­ 
ing over the situation but did not of­ 
fer any concrete plan of adjustment, 
nor did the American commissioners. 
Despite the reticence which admin­ 
istration officials observe regarding 
the French debt, it can be stated au­ 
thoritatively that France's 
loan 
of 
400 million francs to the Polish gov­ 
ernment, while at the same time pro­ 
testing that French finances are in 
such bad shape as to preclude any 
early settlem ent of the deb* to this 
country, has created a distinctly un­ 
favorable impression in Washington, 
which may make itself manifest in 
a concrete way in the negotiations 
ahead.

Unusually 
small 
publications 
should be inclosed in envelopes. 
Publications mailed in single wrap 
pers should be flat, not rolled. 
Publications should be folded to 
a size not larger than 9 by 12 inches 
if possible.

Addresses should be 10 point type 
or larger or in a legible hand. 
Old newspapers should not be used 
as wrapers. Ink should be black or of 
strongly contrasting coloF and envel­ 
opes, wrappers 
and 
label 
paper 
should be white or of very light tint. 
Separation of copies to rural and 
to city subscribers will facilitate dis­ 
tribution. 
Individual copi is unfolded and un­ 
wrapped should have 
addresses 
in 
such, a manner that the address ap­ 
pears in the upper corner near ’he 
bound edge when a copy is grasped 
by the bound edge. 
Notice of entry of publication as 
second class should appear 
on

wrappers and envelopes. 
Care should he taken about paste 
on labels.

CREWS SAVED BY 
COAST GUARD CUTTER 


By Associated Press. 
SEATTLE, Feb. 17.—Under the 
open sky on a rock in Barclay Sound, 
opposite Cape Flattery, across the 
mouth of the straits of Juan de Fuca, 
twenty-nine men, the last of the 125 
to be rescued in four sea wrecks, 
were waiting to be taken off to safe­ 
ty and comfort today. 
The four wrecks involved losses on 
hulls and cargoes that carried 3 mil­ 
lion dollars 6f insurance. 
One hundred of the 125 rescued 
were placed to the credit of the coast 
guard cutter Snohomish. She was 
waiting this morning for the twenty- 
nine men marooned from the steam­ 
ship Tuscan Prince when , she went 
ashore after midnight Thursday on 
the.rock. Already aboard the cutter 
were the fourteen men who complet­ 
ed the Tuscan Prince’s crew. 
She became lost in a driving snow 
storm and struck the rock lying off 
Village 
Point, 
Vancouver 
Island, 
though her officers thought she was 
south of Cape Flattery. 
The 
Snohomish, Thursday night, 
landed at Port Angeles, Wash., the 
thirty-four men of the steamer, Nika, 
which burned to the w-ter’s edge 
after reporting herself rudderless off 
Umatilla reef Wednesday afternoon. 
And on her way back to Port Angeles 
today from the wreck of t*ie Tuscan 
Prince, the Snohomish was expecting 
to take from the beach at Carmanah 
Point, east of Barclay Sound, the 
twenty-three men of the crew of the 
steamship Santa Rita, which struck 
the rocks there early Thursday wtoile 
she was trying to respond to an S. O. 
S. from the Nika.

Comparing the earnings of branch- j 
es of national production, the bureau; 
of census shows that the poultry in­ 
dustry has advanced to third place 
within the last decade. Today, only 
the corn crop and the dairy cow out­ 
rank the hen as a producer of na­ 
tional wealth. Below the hen on the 
list are petroleum, wheat, cotton, an­ 
thracite coal, potatoes, oats, copper 
and gold, in that order. 
Until recently, poultry raising has 
been a hobby or a sideline for far­ 
mers, to be attended to by their 
wives while the men did the work in 
the fields. Even yet, there are few 
who engage in poultry raising as 
compared with the number who pay 
specific attention to raising corn or 
cattle or cotton. 
Yet In 1919, poultry products of the 
United States were worth $1,047,170 
—more than twice as much as all 
the anthracite 
coal 
mined, 
three 
times as much as all the gold produc­ 
ed, and nearly half again as much as 
all the petroleum which came from 
the wells, or all the wheat grown on 
our farms. 
A much lighter volume of dressed 
poultry reached the four large con­ 
suming markets, Chicago, New York, 
Boston and Philade’phia, during the 
week, resulting in somewhat firmer 
prices. 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture reports stocks of poultry 
in the freezer as of February 1: 
5-year average stock—92,922,000 lbs. 
1923—120,427,000 lbs. 
1922—103,350,000 lbs. i 
Excess— 17,077,000 lbs. 
As receipts of dressed poultry are 
not now large enough to take care of 
current needs, some stock is being 
withdrawn from storage to make up 
the deficiency. 
While the amount of poultry in 
storage is larger than last year, con­ 
sumption is heavier, 
because 
the 
wholesale price is somewtoat lower 
than at this tfme last year. 
Because of the larger stocks, mod­ 
erate prices will, no doubt, prevail, 
preventing an unusual advance in 
paying prices for live stock, at least 
until present stocks are greatly re­ 
duced. 
Cream deliveries have been much 
lighter during the last ten days, due 
to the severe 
storms, 
which over­ 
spread the producing sections. The ; 
market quickly reflected these con­ 
ditions with advanced quotations in 
the consuming centers. Higher prices 
are generally being paid for butter- 
fat throughout producing sections. 
The egg market, alwiyj sensitive 
to sudden, wide-spread changes in 
temperature, was quickly affected by 
the severe storms of the week, the 
market quotations 
advancing each 
new report cf the storm’s intensity. 
With the passing of the cold wave, 
prices may be expected to decline 
rapidly to their former levels and 
mild, fair 
weather throughout the 
producing territory will probably re­ 
sult in increased collections and fur­ 
ther depress the markets.
